It was estimated that at the after- 
noon performance of Sells circus Mon- 
day, there were as many as 5,000 
people. Though it rained at night 
and kept many from attending who 
would otherwise have gone, the 
immense amphitheatre was quite 
well filled. To both performances 
there were probably more people 
than to any show that has been here 
for years. The audience included 
not only the best resident portion of 
the city and county but such distin- 
guished sojourners as ex-Gov. Knott, 
the Judges of the Court of Appeals, 
and Superior Court, nearly all the 
State officers and the members of 
the General Assembly. Wherever 
the circus may go, it will perhaps 
not have a more select and distin- 
guished audience than it had here 
Monday.

The dog performed it 
successfully as he likewise did three, 
six, seven and nine. Was it instinct 
that taught the dog when to stop roll- 
ing at the required number of times 
or was it not the same 'power to rea 
son that tells a boy in school that one 
and one are two, two and one are 
three, three and one are four? Nu 
merous remarkable stories are told 
of dogs and horses that certainly go 
far towards proving the theory of 
reason in animals, and if they have 
reason that is manifestly greater in 
power and intelligent service than 
in an idiot person, who is not denied 
all the attributes of a human being, 
is it not possible that they may 
chance to have a soul also?

Milam, S. B. Holmes, D. C. Crutcher, 
Wiokliffe Chapman, E. E. Hume, W. 
L. Pence. J. M Frazee, J. Proctor 
Knott, Fayette Hewitt and M. P. 
Gray, their successors and assigns, to 
lay and maintain pipes, mains, 
meters and machinery for the manu- 
facture and distribution of fuel gas, 
the maximum price to consumers not 
to be greater then fifty cents per 1,000 
cubic ieet, and the right conferred to 
continue until revoked by the mayor 
and council on twelvemonths, written 
notice ordered by a resolution passed 
by a majority of the councilmen 
eiect at two successive regular meet- 
ings and signed by the mayor. The 
ordinance was unanimously passed. 

An ordinance to accept from the 
Frankfort and Versailles Turnpike 
Company that portion of their road 
lying in the city limits was referred 
to the committee to report at the 
next meetiug. 

The Mayor's message on the Ken- 
tucky Midland delinquency of $23,000 
interest on the company's bonds 
given to the city as a guarantee for 
the city's subscription bonds, and 
also the right of the city under the 
terms of the contract to representa 
tion in the company's directory, was 
referred to a committee consisting of 
the Mayor, City Attorney and, Coun- 
cilmen StatenJ Mastin and Darnell, 
with power to agree upon the best 
settlement that may be had for the 
city'6 interests but not to recede 
from the city's right to repre- 
sentation in the directory. The com- 
mittee are required to report the re- 
sult of their work to the council 
within thirty days. 

The matter in dispute between the 
city and the gas company was not 
brought up. '1 hi- gas company's bill 
for lighting streets for six months 
was $2,100. The city claimed that 
the gas company owed $l,2o0 on the 
purchase price of the plant $40,000— 
and also $937 for one year's taxes on 
$75,000 valuation of property. This 
would make the gas company owe 
the city $37, and until there is au ad- 
justment of the matter, City Clerk 
Payne is withholding the warrant 
for the gas bill and the gas company 
is threatening to turn off street 
lights. Action will probably be 
taken at the next meeting of the 
council.

The bond was given 
and the prisoner released. 

Tuesday the House unanimously 
passed the Stephenson revenue bill as 
amended in tbe Senate Monday. It is 
merely an expedient to postpone the 
date of assessment under the Hewitt 
law from September 16th to November 
15th, and leave the State, in case the 
Legislature fails to pass a new reve- 
nue law, with a tyw in force to make 
the assessment for 1803.

Last Friday, in Louisville, through 
some unknown agency, Mrs. James 
Austin, the keeper of a flat on Second 
street, near Jefferson, used for un- 
lawful purposes, and Mrs. Sherrill, 
wife of Edward Sherrill, a drummer 
for B. F. Avery & Sons, whose reputa- 
tion has heretofore suffered no re- 
proach, were poisoned and died from 
the effects of it a few hours after eat- 
ing their breakfast. Mrs. Joe Cole 
and Mr. Vincent Spaninger have been 
arrested on the charge of committing 
the crime. 

The first cabin passengers in the 
quarantine ships Normannia and 
Cepheus off Sandy Hook, had consid 
erable trouble in landing at Fire 
Island. The bay men or clam diggers 
held possession and resisted all at- 
tempts to land the passengers. Gov. 
Flower, of New York, ordered out 
the militia and made preparations to 
force the landing when further re- 
sistance was abandoned and the 
passengers who have been detained 
nineteen days in the ships were put 
ashore Tuesday night. 

Major Wm. Starling, of Greenville, 
Mississippi, who was born and reared 
in th.B city, has published a splendid 
scientific report with accompanying 
maps, of the Holland dikes, which he 
inspected recently for the United 
States Government with a view of 
making use of the points obtained 
from them in the repairs and con- 
struction of the levees along the Mis- 
sissippi river. Major Starling is 
Chief Engineer of a division of that 
important work covering an extent 
of more than 200 miles. 

Jere South, formerly of this city,

granted the license and allowed tc 
take their departure for Lexington 
where the groom represented he 
would be able to earn a livelihood. 

Assistant Secretary of State Leigh, 
while rummaging in the vaults in the 
Governor's Office Monday, found the 
historic gold medal presented 
1818 by Congress to Gov. Isaac Shelby 
for gallantry at the battle of the 
Thames. The Librarian of Congress, 
a letter to Gov. Brown, stated that 
the same Congress presented a simi- 
lar medal to Gen. Wm. Henry Harri- 
son, the grandfather of our present 
President, for like gallantry in de- 
feating the British and Indians under 
Gen. Procter on the Thames October 
5, 1813.
